1 President remarked with pointed sar- 
casm yesterday, that some people have 
been going around asking the Washington 
bell-hops whether the United States has a 
foreign policy. The wise-crack was made to 
a press conference, but it wasn't directed to 
the correspondents; it was meant for the 
publishers. 


If you have been watching some of the 
other newspapers, you'll get the point right 
off. In the last months there has been a 
weasel campaign in the press to convince 
the nation that tHe President has no foreign 
policy. The attack began right after the 
Moscow and Teheran conferences. It con- 
tinued all during the winter and reached a 
crescendo as Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
enunciated his seventeen point “Bases of 
American Foreign Policy” the other day. 


And characteristically, the attack has 
come from two ends against the middle. It 
comes first, from the ultra- reactionary 
spokesmen for the defeatist wing in the 
Republican Party, and second, from many 
of the liberal papers, some of them in- 
fluenced by thé Social Democrats, some of 
them flirting with Wendell Willkie. 

Even when Mr: Hull had re-formulated 
our policy, and integrated so well the At- 
lantic Charter with the Moscow and Teheran 
declarations, these newspapers persisted in 
their attack. Mr. Hull was being so vague, 
they said. Details is what we want. And 
24 Republican Congressmen even went so 
far as to arrange a separate session with 
Mr. Hull presumably to learn the details. 


There is obviously more to the “quest for 


details“ from the 24 Republican Congress 


men than a penchant for concreteness. Now 
that the bigwigs of the GOP are so com- 
promised by their anti-Teheran position, 
they have inspired the so-called freshmen, 
the “innocents” to carry the ball for them. 
In fact, the New York Times, which hasn't 
yet fully made up its mind to support the 
Republican ticket, realized in its editorial 


yesterday that this search for details was 


going too far. 

The Times, in the febefront of the cam- 
paign to create the impression that we have 
no foreign policy now tries to draw back a 
bit. It admits that the general purposes of 
the Administration are “excellent.” It ad- 
mits that “the Administration cannot be 
expected at this time to write and publish 


an ‘American peace treaty’ with every de- 


tail worked out on every economic and polit- 
ical problem.” 


But the Times cannot so easily evade re- 
sponsibility for the cue it has given to the 
Republicans. On the same day, its Wash- 
ington pontiff, Arthur Krock, discloses that 
the whole campaign against the Mogcow and 
Teheran agreements, the exploitation of the 
Atlantic Charter, the ery of “concreteness” 
is motivated by a partisan desire to keep the 
President from running for a fourth term. 
Krock even proposes that if the President 
could somehow be gotten out of the way, 
the Republicans would do well to promise 
Mr. Hull a job as Secretary of State. 


What we have then is the admission that 
there is nothing wrong with Mr. Hull’s for- 
eign policy, which is the hation’s foreign 
policy. The entire hue and cry is simply the 
lowest kind of factionalism and partisan 
politics in the most crucial year of the war. 
Instead of abandoning partisanship on for- 


| @ign policy, according to the traditional pol- 
ſey that “politics stops at the water’s edge,” 
te Republicans, abetted by papers like the

liberals in the 


N. Y. Post, are determined to confuse the 
nation rather than support the nation’s pol- 
icy, which is the President’s policy. 

Our own view has been made very clear. 
We think this country has a foreign policy. 
Mr. Hull formulated its principles very well. 
We believe it needs rapid implementation; 
many issues have yet to be clarified fully by 
consultation within the Anglo-Soviet-Amer- 
ican coalition. We think the interests of this 
country are being protected by the President 
within the framework of our alliances with 
Britain and the Soviet Union, whose inter- 
ests on all the essentials are also our own. 


And for this reason, it is all the more 
necessary to give the Commander-in-Chief 
full support for the implementation of his 
policies. In the face of the Republican- 
inspired campaign, it is all the more essential 
that labor, the people, the millions of Amer- 
ican patriots rally to Roosevelt and urge him 
to continue at the helm of the nation through 
the next four critical years. 


Unity on Steel Case 


T LONG last the War Labor Board's 

panel began hearings on the case of 
the 800,000 steel workers. As a parallel, 
hearings are also under way before the 
Senate Banking and Currency Committee on 
renewal of stabilization legislation. 


Chairman William H. Davis of the WLB, 


testifying before the Senate Committee, 
showed quite plainly that both. hearings are 
related. He revealed that wage rates have 
been practically unchanged since the Price 
Control Act of October 1942 was enacted. 
On the other hand, even the very much dis- 
puted figures of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics concede a cost of living rise of 
5 per cent and the CIO’s survey shows a 
rise of at least 10 per cent. 

Mr. Davis says he is still unconvinced that 
a wage adjustment is necessary, but he 
wisely takes note of the growing evidence 
and pressure for a revision and does not 
close the door to a justment. Further- 
more, he warned the Senate body that if 
the projected efforts led by Senator Taft 
to scuttle subsidies are successful, he would 
have to recommend a wage adjustment. Mr. 
Davis also struck out against those who 
would tie the President’s hands by forbid- 
ding him to adjust wages without authority 
from 


The alternative to labor is clear: either 
to let the Tafts have their ways, to freeze 
the “Little Steel” limit and let the cost of 
living run still wilder; or to unite fobces 
behind the steel case and the President on 
stabilization legislation. 

It seems quite elementary to even sug- 
gest that there is a choice for labor between 
the two. But until Thursday we had the 
scandalous AFL-CIO division on the WLB 
because the former didn’t want the CIO to 
have “credit” for a wage adjustment prece- 
dent. Sober consideration will show that the 
steel case is best Choice for a test. What 
better way is there to make a comparison 
for the American people than to take the 
condition of the very same workers whose 
case in 1942 set the “Little Steel” precedent? 

Now that the steel case is being taken up, 
bickering between the AFL and CIO must 
end. A great deal affecting tens of millions 
of workers is at stake. Moreover, the state 
of our whole economy—manpower, produc- 
tion, morale, efficiency—is affected. This 
case, like the fight for real price control, 
should get the support of every CIO and 
AFL local in the country. It is a double- 
barreled drive in which labor dare not relax. 


~ 
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This year the forces of reaction 
are making a desperate bid for 
power.

What is their program? To pre- 
vent the full and final liquidation 
of Fascist abroad.

4. “Instead of extending crop insurance in some 
form to all high-risk war crops, Congress knocked out 
the entire crop insurance program.” What will hap~ 
pen to the new Fulmer crop insurance bill, now 
before Congress, remains to be seen. 

5. Government credit to farmers has been curtailed. 
“When the Farm Credit Administration began using 
an idle, untapped fund amounting to $225,000,000 for 
the purpose of making war crop loans, Congress 
stepped in and passed ex post facte restrictions to 
hamstring the use of the money.” 

6. Plans for feed distribution from government- 
owned wheat and other commodities were disrupted 
by “arbitrary quantity and price restrictions.” 

7. Incentive program, guaranteeing specified pay- 
ments on war crops, was undermined, “Congress had 
itself given the War Food Administrator the power 
to make these commitments,” which Congress after- 
ward withdrew. 


“LOCAL FARM COMMITTEES 


8. A system of local farmer-elected committeemien, 
worked out under the old Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, is “the backbone of the whole war 
food administration program.” But Congress has “put 
a gag on the information activities of AAA committee- 


men, thereby hampering their getting information to . 


the farmers.”
